WILL THE SENATE AS LONG ON 
MUSCLE SHOALS AS ISLE OF PINES? 
There is hope that congress will 
settle 
the 
Museh 
Shoals matter within the next eighteen or twenty y e a r/ 
thinks the Albany-Decatur Daily, which finds consolatioi 
in the reflection that It took congress twenty-one year 
to ratify the Isle of Pines Treaty. It should not require 
many more years than that for the senate te decide upoi 
some definite plan for Muscle Shoals, thinks the Albany 
Decatur paper, which says: 
People of the Tennessee aVlley, who think congress 
has been making haste slowly In adoption of legisla­ 
tion to dispose of Muscle Shoals may 
glean 
what 
comfort they may obtain from the knowledge that on­ 
ly 21 years was required for the senate to make up 
it» mind about the Isle of Pines. 
The Isle of Pines treaty, relinquishing all claim to 
the island in favor of Cuba, was ratified by the sen­ 
ate the other day, after almost half a life time of de- * 
bate. Citizens who cast their first ballots this year 
were born the year the treaty was submitted to the 
senate. 
Many members of that august and deiiber* 
ative body at that time have had their little fling and 
passed on, and left the treaty as a memepjo to 
the 
newer solon*. 
Perhaps by the time the present infantile genera­ 
tion is grown to hanhood and the present generation 
of voting age is no longer able to creep to the ballot 
boxes, perhaps by then the senate will have decided 
on a plan for Muscle Shoals, At least there seems to 
be some hopes for us. When we become discouraged, 
let us remember that while the mills of the god grind 
slowly, they grind surely nevertheless. 
The Isle of Pines pact was negotiated 21 years and 
11 days before its ratification by the senate, for the 
senate is a deliberative body. 
The above view of the Muscle Shoals m atter is a bi 
more pessimistic than the circumstances warrant. 
Ii 
should be bgfng"tm m ind that there is 
keen—and wide 
spread interest in the Muscle Shoals question whereaá th< 
chief interest in the Isle of Pines Treaty was among the 
American residents of the Island and the government of 
Cuba. Too many people in the United States are teffectec 
by the Muscle Shoals delay for them to be put off vorj 
much longer in the settlement of the question. 
If om 
congress cannot settle it, the people may be expected t< 
elect men to the next congress who would be willing t< 
do something about it. 
One beauty about the America) 
system of government is that the people finally have tht 
right to act at the ballot box.—Anniston Star.
